Maintains Investigation Will 


Refute Board Charge Of 


Inefficiency In Ohio

tial agent to learn the facts. 
Courteous Treatment Pledged 
“ Their agent will he treated with 
courtesy and the unfortunate sit­ 
uation which they created can be 
cured." 
The hoard last week ottered the 
services of a. representative to help
